It is a 
rare thing lor a man to live as long as 
Judge Greer live* in this county, in the 
presence of one of the ablest bars of the 
state of Illinois, to hold the scales of jus- 
tice, and to hear and determine legal 
questions advocated by men of distin- 
guished legal learning, and distinguished 
in the ways and customs of the country. 
I say it is a distinguished honor" for a 
man, living in this county, who occupied 
the position he so long occupied, when 
he lays down his burdens at the end of a 
long and useful life, to have the members 
of that bar with whom he associated, and 
over whom he presided, to come as one 
man nnd say he was a pure, just and wise 
man.
